To the Inhabitants of the Town of Warner in the County 
of Merrimack in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Warner on Tuesday, the Nnith day of March next at nine 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following sub- 
jects: 


Polls to open at 9:00 A.M. and to close not earlier than 
7:00 P.M. Articles in the warrant will be taken up at 7:00 
P.M. 


1. To choose all necessary ‘Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priations of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen and 
Town Treasurer to borrow money in the anticipation of 
taxes on the note or notes of the Town. 


4. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
sell property taken for taxes. 


5. ‘To hear the reports of the Officers of the Town here- 
tofore chosen and Committees appointed and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


6. ‘To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
Twenty Nine Thousand Dollars ($29,000.00) for the 
purpose of purchasing new equipment for the Town High- 
way Dept., the sum of Four Thousand Dollars ($4,000.00) 
to be raised by taxation in the year 1971 and the Board of 
Selectmen and the Town ‘Treasurer be authorized to borrow 
the remaining amount not to exceed ($25,000.00) on note 
or notes of the Town to be paid off in the sum of Five Thou- 
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sand Dollars ($5,000.00) plus interest annually until said 
note or notes are paid in full. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to supply heat to the 
gymnasium which is to be used as a community center. 

8. ‘To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum 
of Eight ‘Thousand Three Hundred ‘Twenty Seven Dollars 
($8,327.00) for the purpose of purchasing a new boiler for 
the Town Hall, the sum of Four Thousand Three Hundred 
Twenty Seven Dollars ($4,327.00) to be raised by taxation 
in the year 1971 and The Board Of Selectmen and the Town 
Treasurer be authorized to borrow the remaining amount 
not to exceed ($4,000.00) on note or notes of the ‘Town to 
be paid off in the sum of Four Thousand Dollars ($4,000.00) 
plus interest annually until said note or notes are paid in 
full. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to become a member of 
the regional planning commission, now organized and 
named the Central New Hampshire Regional Planning 
Commission. ‘This Commission has membership of at least 
two municipalities and has jurisdicition over the planning 
region delineated by the State Office of Planning and Re- 
search. The objective of the Commission will be to plan for 
and encourage regional planning analysis, provide con- 
sensus on major problems of regional concern and to assist 
in the effecuation of projects within, and which extend 
beyond, the boundaries of a particular town. 


The Commission has only the authority conferred on it 
by Chapter 36:45-53, Revised Statutes Annotated, 1955, 
and will be an advisory commission to local governments 
in the region. Members of the Commission shall be ap- 
pointed by the Selectmen in accordance with State law. 
Two representatives will be appointed from Warner. 


10. ‘To see if the ‘Town will vote to appropriate the sum 
of $959.48 as the Town’s share for the studies and operation 
of the Central New Hampshire Regional Planning Com-

mission. These funds will be used for financing the staff, 
operation expenses, planning studies, technical assistance 
and other programs of the Commission. ‘These funds may 
be used in conjunction with other State and Federal funds 
available for planning purposes. 


11. ‘To see if the Town wishes to exclude from the plan 
for Social Security coverage of its employees submitted in 
accordance with New Hampshire Revised Statutes Anno- 
tated Chapter 101 section 5 service in any class or classes 
of positions of election officials or election workers for a 
calendar quarter in which the remuneration paid for such 
service is less than $50.00 


12. ‘To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

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REPORT ..OF.THE FOREST. FIRE.WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT. CHIEF 


The 1970 forest fire season was a quiet one in this area, 


quiet in part because of your continued cooperation and 
favorable weather conditions. 


Fires that did occur were, for the most part, caused by 


debris burning, children and smokers. 


The elimination of these three causes of forest fires would 


drastically change this picture — to bring about this change 
we make the following suggestions: 


iy 


When the ground is not covered with snow a permit to 
burn must be obtained from the Forest Fire Warden. 
This permit covers waste burning, even if in an inciner- 
ator, grass burning, as well as garden trash and brush 
burning such burning is restricted by regulation to prior 
to 9:00 A.M. and after 5:00 P.M. with the following 
exceptions: 


Commercial or industrial burning is permissible at any 
time under normal conditions but only with the ap- 
proval of the District Chief and a written permit from 
the Forest Fire Warden. 


Fires caused by children can be prevented only with 
complete cooperation of parents in the supervision of 
their children, keep matches out of reach of children, 
this action will help to prevent fires and may save a life, 
the life of your child. Try to explain this to your child, 
won't you? 


Forest fires caused by smokers can be reduced in num- 
ber by the exercise of more care in the discarding of 
matches and smoking material whether from a vehicle 
or by a hiker. In all cases, make sure that the butt or 
match you discard is out, dead out. Smokey says, 
“Thanks for your help,’ and invites you to join with

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REPORT OF WARNER POLICE DEPARTMENT 
FOR YEAR 1970 


Breaks and Entries showed a marked increase this year, 
with most of the activity occurring during the last four 
months of the year. ‘Two subjects who were apprehended 
were responsible for four entries. A substantial amount of 
property taken was returned to the rightful owners. The 
first “safe job” in the history of the Town of Warner also 
took place in 1970. One of our industrial plants suffered a 
loss of several hundred dollars in material due to two 
breaks. It is the continued duty of everyone to report to the 
Police anything suspicious at the time it is taking place, 
giving as complete description as possible of actions, ve- 
hicles and persons involved. Delay in reporting makes it 
extremely difficult to locate the culprit (s). However, any 
information given us soon after the event can be most use- 
ful. We again ask that residents who are going to leave their 
property unoccupied for any length of time advise this De- 
partment so we way check when in the area. 


We are most interested in adding some new, younger 
members to the Police force. Anyone interested may con- 
tact the Chief. 


The new Police cruiser is on order and should be de- 
livered during March. 


Automobile accidents took much of our time with most 
of them occurring, as in the past, on Route 89. Complaints 
regarding Mini-Bikes and Snowmobiles have picked up 
considerably with the larger number of vehicles now in the 
Warner area. Most of the complaints were due to vehicle 
operators traveling without regard to trespassing on prop- 
erty not owned by the operators, without consent of a 
property owner to use the land; operating near residences 
wakening occupants — particularly children and elderly 
persons; and, operating on highways. 


Another serious matter that has been brought to our 


60 


attention is the number of discarded refrigerators left 
around property where children could use them as play- 
houses — possibly losing their lives when they are trapped 
inside. The law requires that doors be removed when the 
appliance is taken out of service and placed where children 
might get into them. 


The Town is still without a Doctor and this Department 
is receiving more and more calls to assist in illness or acci- 
dent cases. ‘These have meant many runs to hospitals for 
attention. Most of these calls take an officer three or four 
hours. 


All members of the Warner Police Department wish to 
express their sincere thanks to the Selectmen, the Fire De- 
partment, the Highway Department, the State Police and 
the many local residents who have worked with us, making 
our job an easier one. We also wish to express very special 
thanks to the N.H.C.B. Courtesy Patrol and their Ladies 
Auxiliary for the splendid service and cooperation they gave 
at Fall Foliage Festival time. 


My personal appreciation goes to the many people in 
Warner who have given me their great moral support and 
encouragement to remain as Chief as long as I can. There 
is much to be considered. However, satisfaction in being 
able to serve the ‘Town, and your support, makes me wish to 
continue as long as possible and as long as I may do an effi- 
cient job. At the same time, as was mentioned earlier in 
this report, new, responsible officers are needed.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT OF THE 
PILLSBURY FREE LIBRARY 


The objectives of the Pillsbury Library as stated in our 
policy are to serve the community as a center of reliable in- 
formation, to cooperate with the schools and school librar- 
ians, to provide opportunity and encouragement for chil- 
dren, young people, and adults to educate themeselves, to 
seek continually to identify community needs and provide 
opportunity for recreation through the use of literature, 
music, films, and other art forms. These are some of the 
goals we are trying to attain. 


The activities at the library during the year have been 
many and varied.
